j and labor conditions among girls in. 
Worcester, Mass. 
The claim that children are forced 
to leave school to iwork because their 
parents need money is repudiated by 
the officials of the oureau. 
They 


found that from one-half to three- 
fourths of the girls at work in the 
factories could 
have had 
further 


schooling if they had desired it if 
their parents had insisted upon it. 
Various reasons were assigned by 
the girls in their refusal to attend 
school longer, according to the bu- 
reau. 
Some said "they did not like 
school" others, "could not get along 
with the teacher and were not pro- 
moted," while many simply "wanted 
to go to work." 


•Only 17 per cent of the girls ques- 
tioned had finished the 
grammar 
schools while most of them had left 
in the sixth and seventh grades. 


"Conditions such as were found," 
says the bulletin, "emphasize the im- 
perative need for special training of 
a practical sort for girls between the 
ages of 13 and 15. Not getting the 
kind of training they 
might have 


liiked and would have 
profited by, 
they 
'blindly 
joined 
the army of 


shifting 
inefficient, 
discontented 
girls that go from one monotonous

York City, but which was then known 
as Madison University. His was the 
class of '65, but with his class in '64 
tie left to fight on the battlefield for 
his country and during the civil war 
was a member of General Sherman's 
staff. 
He received his degree of Doc- 


tor of Divinity in '65 while on 
the

the war 
Dr. 


Baldwin completed his work for 
the 


ministry In the Rochester Theological 
Seminary at Rochester, -N Y. 


It was at the completion 
of his 


school work that Dr. Baldwin acceju- 
ed his first charge, in the 
citv of 


Chelsey, Mass., where he worked for 
six years. 
In 1874 he was called as 


pastor of the First church of Roches- 
ter, N. Y., where he remained miti! 
1886. 
The fame of Dr. Baldwin as -i 


pulpit orator had been established 
and offers were made him to occupy 
the pulpits of larger churches. 
But 


the health of Dr. Baldwin impeded his 
work, and he camo to Granvllle only 
under the condition that he be re- 
lieved of all parish work, and that ho 
be spared all the executive burdens ol 
the church. This was done and Dr. 
Baldwin took tin his worK in Gran- 
ville in 1886, continuing it for 27 years. 


Dr. Baldwin was married in Roches- 


ter, N. Y., to Miss Adelaide Posdick, 
and to this union were born 
throo 


children, Prof James F Baldwin, who 
occupies the chair of histo ' in Vns-ar 
college; Rev. Arthur J. Bal.lwin, pas- 
tor ot the Fii-ot Baptist 
church of 


Fall River, Mass, and 
Miss Helen 


Baldwin, who is a member of 
the 


high school faculty of Joliet, 111. 


Surrounded by those 
who 
have 


grown to love him, during the long 
years of his pastorate Dr. 
Baldwin 


will retire from the active work as 
pastor. 
His retirement brings only 


regret for the place he occupied was 
made by his own ability and kindli- 
ness and it -will be hard to flll.

The Infinitives in Sir Thomas Mallory's 


Another phenomenally brilliant young woman received the same hon- 


ors and degree, because of the surpassing merit of her thesis on "The Prep- 
ositions in the Original Lay of Beowulf " 


It may be remembered that Mallory's work was produced some five 


hundred or so years ago, and that the "Original Lay" la a composition 
ot some thousand years ago. 


Now it may seem to the woman nursing a teething baby or making a 


batch of bread, or to the girl earning her own living, that the study of 
infinitives and prepositions of those days may seem a waste of time and 
energy that is almost criminal. 
But infinitives and prepositions have their place In life 
Prepositions, 


as every writer knows, are by no means the insignificant things they seem. 
And if these girls are intending to teach English, this thorough study of 
these atoms of speech may have its value. And even though those gradu- 
ates may have no intention of teaching, this painstaking research may leave 
a valuable impression upon the character. 


It all depends upon how they let the getting of the degree influence 


them.In the practical busy world in which we live It would seem the wisest 
course to work for a degree that would help in the everyday affairs of life. 
To most of us the greatest value to be secured from a college course would 
be in the help it would give In managing a home, in earning a living, in 
making our little corner of the world sweeter and fairer, and that with such 
things the study of the prepositions and infinitives of a by-gone age would 
have little to do 


If, however, the study of these things means, as has been said, greater 


ability to teach, or the development of patience and carefulness in char- 
acter, it has its value. 
But if the winning of a degree because of them 


simpl'y makes the graduate conceited, supercilious, and opinionated, and 
causes her to consider herself superior to her associates because she is 
possessed of a knowledge of by-gone times of which they know nothing, 
her degree is valueless. Her study is then what it has already been de- 
clared by common consent to be—rubbish. 


So that in working for a college degree, a girl should study why, as 


well as what, she is working for. 
And having obtained one, she should 


•iso ponder a bit jnst what influence it is going to have upon her. Is it 
going to make her really more useful in her community? Is it always go- 
ing to he a beacon to her, showing to what heights she has climbed and 
Inspiring to further efforts? 
Or is it going to be a sort of medal which 


ehe displays with the idea of showing what a wonderful creature she is?

—miles and hour. 


The sailor has n language peculiar to 


himself, nnd he hns invented a single 
word for a unit of speed. Thus a speed 
of one nautical mile per hour in called 
one "knot" Hence it Is redundant to 
tack on another "per hour" after the 
word knot when the word already In-

How seals cut steps In the perpen- 


dicular sides of Ice cakes In order to 
rise from tbe water for the purpose of 
breathing has been recorded by mem- 
bers of Captain Scott's antarctic expe- 
dition. 
It was discovered that the 


seals, which formerly were supposed 
to leave the water by leaping, actually 
cut steps in the slippery surface with 
the great canine or eye teeth. As soon 
as the teeth are placed in position tbe 
head is moved rapidly from side to 
side until the Ice has been cut away 
sufficiently to afford a footing for the 
front flippers of the animal. 
Each 


step has to be laboriously cut after 
this fashion until the body Is far 
enough out of the water to be thrust 
up the rest of the way by a kick of 
the hind flippers.—New York Press.
